Operations at the giant Alcan 
plant at Kitimat are expected to 
start in early 1954, provinciai 
secretary Wesley Black in- 
formed the legislature Monday. 

He reported during second 
reading of a bill to set up a mu- 
nicipal district of Kitimat, base 
of the $550,000,000 aluminum 
development. A city of 50,000 
will ultimately be created, 

Mr. Black said the project is 
well up to schedule, and con- 
struction of smelter and harbor 
facilities has started.
